N our laft we incerted a Letter from 
the Pope to the King of France, which 
he fent with a Bull, condemning a cer- 
tain Book call’d, 4 Cafe of Confcience,&c. 

The Bull ic felf runs thus, 


Clement XI Pope. 


‘Some Papers having lately been 
‘lihhd, and printed in French, intitul’d, 4 
© Cafe of Confcience proposd by a Country Con- 
‘ felor, &c. And feveral of our Venerable 
‘ Brothers the Cardinals of the Holy Roman 
‘Church, which we chofe to examine the 
‘faid Papers, after having examin’d and 
‘ carefully weigh’d the fame, having given 
‘their Opinion that they ought to be con- 
‘demn’d and forbidden. We, following the 
‘ Example fhewn us by the Eternal Shepherd, 
‘and defiring as far as in us lyes to preferve 
‘the Sheep of the Lord from what may 
‘ hurt them; do condemn and reprove, by 
‘virtue of our Apoftolical Authority, by 
‘ thefe prefents, the faid Papers, and forbid 
‘the reading or keeping of them; And we 
abfolute!y prohibit, on pain of Excommu- 
* nication,” the Printing and Reading of 
‘ thofe Papers, ordaining by the fame Au- 
‘thority, That all thofe who fhall have 
‘thofe Papers, fhall put them into the 
Hands of their Curates, or the Inquifition : 
* Now to the End that thefe Prefents may 
* be feen by every one, and that none may 
* pretend Ignorance, we Will and Command 
‘ that the fame be affix’'d according to Cu- 
* ftom to the Gates of the Cathedral of the 
‘ Prince of the Apoftles, and of the Apofto- 
lical Chancery, &c. by one of our Huffars ; 
* And that Copies of the fame remain affix’d 
‘tothe faid Places; to the end that being 
* publifh’d in that manner, they may have 
* the fame Force as if they were fignified to 
every Perfon in particular.

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated April 7. 

Vinna, March 24. The Secretary of the 
Circle of Swabia, Monfieur Maskowsky is 
returning home from this Court, having been 
affar'd that 24000 Men on the part of the Em- 
peror fhall be employ’d againft the Elector of 
Bavaria. On St Jofeph’s Day, the Emperor pre- 
ienced the King of the Romans with the Badge 
of the Order of the Golden Fleece fet in Dia- 


monds,and a great Sum of Money.Letters from 
Italy fay, the Count de Solari in his march 
towards that Country had furpriz’d a Convoy 
of the Enemy. The Brother of the Pruffian 
Envoy is gone from hence to Berlin, to make 
fome new Offers for Succours of feveral 
thoufand Men to be put into the Emperor's 
Service by the King of Pruffia. It is uncers 
tain at prefent, whether the 6000 Hungarian 
— will be order’d towards Bavaria or 
taly. 

Liege, April 3. The Count de Tilly, our 
Governour, march’d out this Morning with 
a Detachment of 400 Horfe, to take a view 
of the Country about Horion; The Baron 
du Mean, Brother of the Great Dean of our 
Cathedral, is gone to the Hague to treat © 
about his Brother's Enlargement; who on 
his arrival at Namur from Avignon, was 
firft lodg’d in a publick Inn ; but afterwards, 
at the Requeft of the bifhop of Namur, was 
remov'd to the faid Bifhop’s Houfe, where 
he is clofely watch'd. The Jefuit Sabran, 
Governour of the Seminary of that Commu- 
nity in this City, was lately order’d to re- 
move out of it, for having written a Letter 
exprefling his great Satisfaction that the Ele- 
tor of Bavaria had beaten part of the Impe- 
rial Forces commanded by Count Schlick ; 
He went to our Eleétor at Namur, who has 
made him one of his Chaplains.

Copenhagen, March 3. On Thurfday laft, 
the Pier Goes Envoy from the States Gene- 
ral arrivd here from Hoiland. °Tis faid a 
New Regiment of Marines will be rais‘d in 
Norway, who will be call’d by the Name of 
our Young Prince, the Regiment of Prince 
George, 1 Regiment of Horfe and 2 of Foot, 
will ’tis reported fhortly be rais’d here to aug- 
ment His Majefty’s Forces.

Vienna, March 21, The Emperor hoids 
frequent Councils of State on the Affairs of 
the prefent Conjunéture: The Day before 
yelterday being St. Jofeph’s Day , whole 
Name the King of the Romans bears, his 
Majefty was complimented thereupon by the 
Court and the Forreign Minitters. Iwo 
French Capuchins were lately feiz’d in Hun- 
gary, who were going to Conftantinople 
with Letters for the French Ambafiador at 
the Ortomun Port; Thofe Capuchins lately 
pafs'd through this City, and pretended they 
were going to Jerufalem, upon which our 
Bifhop granted them a Paiiport; But the 
Governour of a certain Place on the Fron- 
tiers of Hungary, after he had feen their 
Paffport, taking them apart and examining 
each by himfelf, catchd them in ditferent 
Stories, whereupon he put them in Prifon, 
order’d them to be more ilrictiy examin’d, 
and brought them to contels the Butinefs 
they were going about, and to deliver up 
their Letters to him. “Tis faid our Hutlars 
have lately intercepted fome Bills of Ex- 
change of a confiderable Vaiue, that were 
remitted from France to the Liector of Ba- 
Varia.
